treth and retopceth of his like. And euer 
Science hath now verified that in like. 
And note this diligentlp, fo maruelloas 
woꝛkes thall be ſgene vpon this. 
Now it is affirmed and put in al mens 
minves, that euer naturall kind, and 
that euerp particular o2 generall nature 
hath naturall amitie and enmitie to- 
wards other. And eaery kind hath ſome 
hoꝛrible enemy, and deffroping thing to 
be feaced.

And it is manikeſt to all men, that a 
man is the ende of all naturall things, 
and that all naturall things are by him, 
and he ouercommeth all things. And na⸗ 
turall things haue naturall obe diente 
gratted in them to man, and that man is 
full ot marueilouſneſſe, ſo that in him are 
all conditions, that is intemperance in 
hot and cold, temperate in euery thing 
that it will, and in him be the vertues of 
all things, and all ſecret acts woꝛketh in 
mans body it ſelſe and euerꝝ maruellaus 
thing commeth foꝛth ol him, but a man 
hath not all theſe things at one _ 
| | py 1 
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but in diners times, and in Diuerſis indi» 
uiduis, and in him is found the effect of 
all things. 
Thou ſhalt note how march reaſon may 
ſe and tompꝛehend, and how much thou 
mapſt pzwue by the experience, and ſo vn⸗ 
derſtand that which is againſt man. 
There is no man but doth know - —- 
| thatenery thing is full of maruellous o⸗ 
perations, & thou knoweſt not which is 
p greateſt operation, till thou haſt pꝛoued 


| it. But enery man diſpiſeth the "thing 


whereofhe knoweth nothing, and that 
hath done no pleaſure to him. And euery 
thing hath of hotte and cold, that is pꝛo⸗ 
per to him, and fre is not mozemarnel- 
lous then water, but they are diners and 
after another manner, and Pepper is not 
moze maruellous then Henbane, but af- 
ter another manner. And he that belte⸗ 
ueth that maruellouſneſſe ot things, com⸗ 
meth from hotte and cold, cannot but ſax 
that there is a thing to be maruelled in 
euery thing, ſeeing that enery thing 
hath both ol hot and colde that is conue- 
nient to it. And hee that beleeneth that 
the maruellouſneſſe ” 2 be in W 
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of which al things take their marnellong 
and hid pꝛaperties, map know that cuery 
thing hath his pꝛoper figure celeſtiall as 
greeing to them, of which alſo commeth 
marnellouſneſſe in woꝛking. Foz enery 
thing which beginneth, beginneth vnder 
a determinate aſcendent and celeſtiall in. 
fluence, and getteth a pꝛoper effect, 63 
vertue of ſuffering oꝛ woꝛking a maruel- 
lous thing. And hee that beleeueth the 
maruellouſnefſe of things that come by 
amity and enimitp, as buying and ſelling 
cannot be denyed ſo to come:and thus vs 
niuerſall enery thing is ful of maruellous. 
things. after euery wap of ſearthing the 
natures of them. And after that the phi⸗ 
loſophers knew this, they began to pꝛoue 
and ſay what is in things. y 

Plato ſaith, in Lipro tegimenci;that he 
that is not erpert in Logick, of which the 
vnderſtanding is made ready, liſted vppe 
nimbly oꝛ light and ſpedy:and he that is 
cunning in naturall ſcience, in which are 
declared maruellous things, both hot and 
cold, and in which the p2operty of eue · 
w thing in it ſelfe is ſhewed. And who 
is nat cunning in the ſcience of Aſtrolo⸗ 
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gp and in the fights and figures offfars, 
of which euerp one of them which be 
high, hath a vertu e «4 p2operty,cannotvn- 
derſtand noꝛ verifie al things, which phi- 
loſophers haue wzitten , uoz can certific 
all things which ſhall appeare to mans 
ſences, and he ſhall goe with heagineſſe 
ok mind, foz in thoſe things is marnel- 
louſneſſe of all things, which are ſene. 
A pure Aſtrologian beleueth that all 
mernellouſneſſe of things # that the rote 
ol experience, and of all things which bee 
apparent when theybe put together, were 
from a celeſtiall figure which enery thinx 
getteth in the houre or his killing oz gene⸗ 
ration. And hee hath verified it in e uerx 
thing that he hath pꝛwued, hee findeth 
that the concourſe of things, is accozding 
fo the courſe of the ſtarres. And vico- 
ry,loy andheautneſſe.dependeth thereof, 
and is iuged by it. And therelo ꝛc he com- 
manded all things to be done in certaine 
dayes, in certainehoures, in c 
coniunctions,and ſeperations,in certains 
aſcentions, and their wit could not at- 
taine to all the knowledge of Philoſo- 
phers, 
| ä A 
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naturall things, when theybebzought to 
light, by hot and colde,vzie aridmoiſt,ans 
they ſhewed theſe foure qualities and put 
them to boe therotes of all maruellous 
things and mixtion of them is required 
ta euerꝝ marnellous thing, they verified 
that in their wozkes: and when they 
found expertences of Philoſophers they 
might not verifte thoſe things by hot and 
colde but rather by his contrary. It tau⸗ 
ſeth themfomariell continually, and to 
bee ſoꝛry and to deny that oftentimes, al⸗ 
though they ſer it. 
Therefoze Plato ſaid foz a god cauſe. 
that he which is not very cunning inLo- 
gicke,and wiſe in the vertues ol naturall 
things, like wiſe the aſpects ofthe ſtatres, 
ſhall not ſ& the cauſes of marnellous 
things noꝛ know them. noꝛ participate of 
the treaſure of the Philoſophers. 
Therefoze J know that euery thing 
bath that which is his owne of heat and 
colce , of which it maketh another you 
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ofthe Void: 
effectuall by accident, direcly and indi⸗ 
rectly, andithath all his vertnes of the 
ſfarres,and the figure ol his generation, 
which it woꝛketh in moꝛtality conſtrucii⸗ 
on, and greeting with other. 

And notwithſtanding euery thing hath 
his owne naturall vertues, b which ene - 
ry thing is a beginning of a maruellous 
eſfeu. Thereloꝛe ſeeing that nature mo ⸗ 
ueth to his owne like it may ber imagi⸗ 
ned of the maracllouſneſſe of effects, to 
wozke euerything that thou wilt , and 
thou ſhalt vertfie it fo all things , which 
thou ſhalt heare,both of Phiſike and all 
other naturall Sciences , aftera diners 
way afthy thought and wit. And J ſhall 
ſhew ther manifeſfly , that thou mapxelt 
helpe thy ſelfe, and pꝛepare ther to reteiue 
thole things, which J will teil to thee, ga⸗ 
thered and collected ol Philoſophers and 
diuers ancient authoꝛs. Therefoze haue 
thou this thing in thy minve, that an hot 
thing, as much as it is by it ſelfe helpeth 
in colde paſſions, and it is an experience 
in them, and agrerth not fo hotte things, 
but by accident oꝛ indirealy, and againe 
5 I falleth out 02 comes by — 
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may decsine the in the firſt qualities, fo; 
oftentimes a hot thing healeth not e. 
nelle, that is accident 02 indirectly, 
Therfo2e, if thou wilt haue experience; 
Firſt it becommeth thee to know of thoſe 
things, whether they be hot oz colde. And 
after that notewhat is the diſpoſition and 
naturall pꝛoperties of it, whether is it 
boldneſſe oꝛ fearefulneſſe, o2 honeſtie, oꝛ 
barrennes, ſoꝛ what nature enery thing 
hath, he is like to ſuch in theſe things in 
which he is afſociate. As h Lion is a beaft 
bnfearefull.and hath a naturall boldneſſe 
chiefip in his loꝛehead x heart, And there · 
foze he that taketh in his fellowſhippe the 
exe oꝛ heart of a Lyon, oꝛ theſkin which 
is betweene his tino eyes, goeth bold and 
not feareful, and bꝛingeth fearefulnefſe to 
all beaſts. And generally there is in a Lt- 
on vertue to giue boldneſſe 4 magnani⸗ 
mit y. Like wiſe in a harlot boldnes is ers 
tremitate. And therfoze Philoſophers ſay 
il a man put on a common harlots ſmock, 
oꝛ loke in the glaſſe,o2 haue it with him, 
in which the beholdeth her ſelfe. he goeth 
holde and vinfearefull. Likewiſe there is 
great boldneſle in a cocke, in ſomuch that 
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Philoſophers ſay,that the Lyon is affo- 
nied when he ſeth him. And. therefozs 
they ſay,if any man beare any thing of 
hig he goeth boldly. 

And generally euery beaf,which hath 
boldnes extremity by nature ez chance, 
Si ex co conſtrueretur huiuſmodi it then 
giueth ta it boldneſſe. Likewiſe il it bee a 
barren beat, by nature o2 by ſome acct- 
dent following it that it moueth ſome to 
barranneCe. And therefoze philoſophers 
haus wiitten, that the Poulet foz as much 
as he is vtterly barraine of his pꝛopertie, 
and whawener it be, maketh men e wo⸗ 
men barten, when ſome part ol him is 
ſotiate to women. And likewiſe doth he 
that was boꝛns befoze the naturall time, 
and a gelded man, becanſe barrenneſſeis 
gratted in all theſe, and they are like to a 
man in this, which doth aſſociate fo him 
ſelfe theſe inward things.

Likewiſe when they wil make a man 
to be a babler,oz of much ſpeach, they put 
nigh to him a part of a dogges tongue 02 

hart:but when they wil make a man elo 
quent oꝛ delectable , they aſſociate to him 
a Nightingale, and to ſpeake vmuerſally 
whatſoener vertue oꝛ naturall pꝛopertie 
they (& in any naturall thing after an ex- 
teſte, they thought to make like to mone 
82 incline any thing diſpoſed to that ſame: 
fo: they know ſurely that it might moze 
helpe then hurt,infomuch as it hath gral⸗ 
ted in it, or their nature. And all vertue 
moueth to ſuch as it is. accozding to the 
power ok it. And ſo muſt thou vnderſtand 
it to be in maruellous things, of which 


thou 
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thou ſhalt heare. And this is caidto intro⸗ 
duce thy mind. 

The authoꝛ Libri tegimenti ſaith, that 
there be certaine things menileſt fo the 
ſences in which we know no reaſon. And 
certain bee manifelt by reaſon , in which 
we perceiue Nullum cenſum nec ſenſati- 
onem. And in the firſt kind of things we 5 
mult beleeue no man, but experience and 
reaſon is to bs pjooued by experience not 
to be denyed. And in the ſecond kind, 
ok things feeling is not to be loked fo2, 
becauſe it may not be felt. Thereſoꝛe cer⸗ 
taine things muſt be beleucd onelp by 
experience, without reaſon, fo; they be bid 
fram men. 

Certaine are to be beltued onely by 
reaſon, and becauſe they lacke ſenſes, foz 
although we know not a manifeſt rea- 
ſon wherefo2e the lodeſtone dꝛaweth to if 
pꝛon, natwithſtanding erperience doth 
mauileſt it ſo, that no man may deny it. 
like as this is maruellous, which only ex⸗ 
perionce doth certiſie, ſa ſhould à man 
ſuppoſe in other things. And hee ſhould 
nat deny any merueilous thing although 
he hath no * but that hee rather 
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ought to pꝛoue by experience, ſoꝛ the cauſe 
of maruellous things are hid, and offo di- 
ners tauſes going befo2e, that mans vn - 
derſtanding alter Plato, map not appze⸗ 
heno them 
Thoreloꝛe the load tone dꝛaweth iron 

lo it, and a tertaine other ſtone dzaweth 
glaſſe. So marucllous things are decla⸗ 
red of Philoſophers to be in things by 
experience, which no man ought to deny. 
And that is not pꝛwued after the faſhion 
ol Philoſophers which found that, foꝛ the 
Philoſophers ſay , that the Palme is à 
tree, and it hath the male and the female, 
therefoze when the female is nigh the 
male, thou ſceſt that the female doth bow 
dolone to the male, and the leafe and the 
bxꝛanches ot it are made ſo ſoft, and bowe 
dolvne to the male. 

Ther oe when they ſie that, they bind 
ropes from the male to the ſemale. Reddit 
ergo erecta, ſuper ſeipſum quaſi adepta 
{it Maſculo per continuationem fumis 
Vertutem maſculi, Notwithſtanding 
many ofthe ancient authozs, hath ſhew⸗ 
| ed marusllous things, reteiued now of 
dommon people, and taken foz a trueth.
